In order to address the position set forth in the Advisory Action of December 7, 2004, 
Applicants provide the following remarks imder Rule 1.1 14. 

The administration form according to the invention having a coating, which is customary/?er 

se for sustained-release compositions is, on one hand, designed so that the benzimidazole [as in the 

enteric coated form] will be released only after gastric passage. On the other hand it is possible to 

adjust release for the benzimidazole from this form at a later point in time, e.g., as compared with 

the enteric form. Advantages of such administration form are referred to starting on page 7, fourth 

paragraph, of the instant application: 

With the aid of the oral administration form according to the invention, it is thus 
possible to simulate an administration of active compound at a later time. As a result, 
the possibility is opened up of allowing a once daily administration instead of a twice 
daily administration of the active compound. . , . 

Independently of whether a fixed or free combination is present, the compliance in 
the case of the combination according to the invention is in any case considerably 
greater than when two conventional administration forms have to be taken in a 
relatively large space of time (for example in the space of 3 to 12 hours). 
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
